Coalition Governments. 


The question of coalition, or union, governments has been brought very 
forcibly to the attention of the people throughout the Western provinces of 
Canada within recent months, There is undoubtedly a very considerable body 
of publit opinion which favors the reorganization of governments at the 
present time upon a non-partizan basis,—that is, the formation of cabinets 
of ministers inclusive of representatives of all existing political parties, with 
the strongest men chosen from each to constitute the Government. 

But the average elector has but a hazy idea as to how this can be 
brought about. Many people entertain the view that all present parties 
are equally responsible if such coalitions are not effected. If an official 
offer of coalition is made by the head of the Government in office, and it is 
rejected by the other party, or parties, then, of course, the latter must ac- 
cept full responsibility for their decision. There is, however, only one person 
in each Province who can take the initial step leading to coalition. That is 
the Prime Minister. 

Under the British system of parliamentry government the King, or his 
representative, invites the leader of the party having a majority in the House 
of Commons, or Legislature, as the case may be, to form a Government. He 
becomes Prime Minister. It is then his sole prerogrative to select his own 
ministers. He may consult as many people as he chooses, but he, and he 
alone, names his ministers. Nobody else has any rights in the matter, 
except, of course, that such ministers must be approved by the people them- 
selyes by election to the Legislature, Having chosen his ministers, the Prime 
Minister alone can demand their resignation from the Government. 

It was Premier Ramsay MacDonald who proposed the formation of a 
National Government in Great Britain; it was Premier Sir Robert Borden 
who proposed Union Government in Canada during the war in 1917; it was 
Premier Bracken who proposed coalition in Manitoba this year; it is 
Premier Tolmie who fecently proposed coalition in British Columbia. Nobody 
but the Prime Minister has any right to do so. For a leader of an opposi- 
tion party to propose coalition would be to infringe on the prerogatives of 
the Prime Minister. 

Once a Prime Minister does propose coalition to the leaders of other 
parties then a large measure of the responsibility for the realization of such 
a form of administration is shifted on to their shoulders, and it becomes a 
joint responsibility of all to so compromise their differences as to make a 
union of their forces effective. 

Coalitions in the past, both in Canada and elsewhere throughout the 
Empire, have been brought about in times of emergency in order to carry 
through certain policies deemed by all in the interests of the country but 
which it would be extremely difficult, if not impossible, for a -government 
representative of only a section of the people,—even of a majority of them, 
—to do by itself. Therefore, when coalitions are formed the exact nature 
of the emergency to be met, and the policies by which it is to be met, must 
of necessity be clearly stated, and it is on the basis thus set out that coali- 
tion takes place. This was true in thescase of the present National Govern- 
ment in Great Britain, and also when Union Government was formed in 
Canada to win the war and enforce conscription, ; 


Much of the opinion in favor of coalitions today is founded.in the idea 


that party politics and party Governments are a mistake; that the whole 
citizenship should be united in one party and one Government; in a word, 


that Provincial Governments at least should be in the nature of a municipal 


council, or board of directors of a company. Whether such an ideal is prac- 
tical is another question. - There are divergent groups in many company 


directorates, controlling majority and a dissentient minority. The same is 


true in municipal councils, although the members may not be definitely 
classified under any group name or as Government and Opposition. But the 
parties or groups exist just the same. 

In fact when any two persons join forces to bring about any given result 
a party is formed, and the same is true when two persons unite to oppose 
any given policy or line of action. In fact, coalitions become necessary when, 
because of a multiplicity of parties, no one party can command a majority 
and thus form a Government, Coalitions, therefore, are not the solution of 


the party system, and it would appear that there will continue to be parties 


just so long as everybody does not think, see and act alike on public 
questions, 


Finally, a coalition government is not created through’ a joining of 
forces by. a few individuals, but a union of parties: Only by a merger of 
parties for a given purpose can the required strength be given to a coalition. 
Oné or two individuals might enter a Government to add strength to that 
Government, but it would not be a coalition, Parties must unite to bring 


about a coalition.

Trend Of Prices Will Give Encourage- 
ment To Mining Industry 

Mining interests in Canada are 
watching closely the upswing of world 
prices in copper, and the view was ex- 
pressed at Ottawa that a continuation 
of this upward trend would have a 
corresponding reaction in the industry 
which has been languishing in Canada 
for the past two years. Copper prices 
have risen to 6.35 cents a pound, 
while a few weeks ago they were as 
low as five cents. 

“There is a big difference between 
that® figure and the peak price of 
18 cents,” declared a prominent gov- 
ernment official associated with the 
mines department, “but undoubtedly 
this increase, if it is maintained, will 
encourage the copper industry.” 

Xm eastern and central Canada the 
three large producers, Noranda, In- 
ternational Nickel and Flin Fion, 
were continuing operations; but Sher- 
ritt-Gordon had not been working for 
some time. With higher prices, how- 
ever, prospects were that all the pro- 
ducers would come into play. In Bri- 
tish Columbia, the Britannia and 
Granby mines were still in production.

Position Of Young Men On Road Not 
‘ ‘ Happy One 

Comments from railway travellers 
about the large number of boys seen 
riding on freight trains have beem 
substantiated by conservative author- 
ities who estimate that between 200,- 
000 to 300,000 youth from twieve to 
twenty years of age are now “‘on the 
road.” Another “roving army” of 
jobless youths is reported in Great 
Britain. Russia has been troubled 
by bands of children wandering about 
the country stealing what they could 
find, P 

The wanderers here represent & 
new type. They are neither lazy nor 
adventurous. ‘They are not criminal- 
ly inclined. In fact, some of them 
are fairly well educated. Broken 
homes reduced family incomes and 
unwillingness to remain a burden to 
an already large family are responsi- 
ble for their wanderings. Their lot is 
not a happy one. Last winter a west- 
ern city reported taking from freight 
trains thirty-five men and boys who 
were seriously ill. One railroad has re- 
ported fifty young men and boys kill- 
ed and a hundred others injured dur- 
ing a single winter as the result of 
hopping trains. The best the wander- 
er can hope for in a town is two meals 
of bread, coffee and beans and the 
admonition to “move on.” 

Although a publicity campaign is 
planned to give warning of the dan- 
gers of “taking to the road” it can 
hardly be expected to prove a com- 
plete remedy, Both homes and jobs 
are needed to keep these young men 
off the road—New York Evening 
Post.

Fifteen Miles Per Hour 


Speed At Which Harmsworth Trophy 
Was Once Won 

The Harmsworth Trophy and speed 
on water have become synonomous in 
recent years. But it was not always 
80. 
With Gar Wood's “Miss America 
X” and Kaye Don's “Miss England 
IIl”—each capable of speeds above 
120 miles an hour—it is almost in- 
conceivable to imagine that the 
trophy once changed hands with a 
speed of 15.45 miles an hour. Yet, it 
is true. 

Back in 1906, three years after the 
late Lord Northcliffe (then Sir Alfred 
Harmsworth) placed the trophy in 
competition, Lord Montague of Beau- 
bieu and L. de Rothschild, of England, 
built a challenger, “Yarnow-Napier,” 
and went across the English Channel 
to France in an attempt to regain 
the trophy. 

It was in this same race that 
America made its first bid for 
the trophy. \ W. Gould Brokaw, of 
New York, went abroad with a boat 
he chose to call the “Challenger.” On 
the trip across the Atlantic, “Chal- 
lenger’’ lost her protecting haod. The 
boat was raced with engines unoover- 
ed and finished with only three of her 
six cylinders hitting. At that she was 
beaten by only two minutes and the 
winner was “Yarrow-Napier’ that 
cempleted the course at the amazing 
speed of 15 miles an hour. 

That’s a far cry from the present 
speeds, but it happened only 26 years 
ago. 

Winning the Harmsworth at 15 
miles an hour—it sounds like fiction 
when you look at the monsters Wood 
and Don raced in this year’s events.

Was Founded Thousand Years Ago 
By King Athelstan 

“It has 67 bedrooms, and who ia 
the world wants 67 bedrooms, I can- 
not possibly sleep in 67 bedrooms!” 

Thus Sir Eric Hambro, famous 
banker, explains why he sold ram- 
bling old Milton Abbey, historic Dor- 
set seat of the Hambros—but to Sir 
Eric just an irritating “white ele- 
phant and a nuisance.” 

The name of the buyer of the ven- 
erable Abbey is not, for the present, 
made public. 

Milton Abbey was founded a thou- 
sand years ago by King Athelstan, 
and remodelled in the 14th century by 
the Benedictine friars. 

Except for the monks’ hall and the 
refrectory—“a stately apartment with 
a roof of Irish oak”.—all the monastio 
buildings were pulled down tn 1771. 

The present house, with its 67 too 
many bedrooms, was built at that 
time by the Earl of Dorchester. This 
same Edrl, in that same year of 1771, 
didn’t like having the ancient town 
of Milton so close to his home, so he 
demolished the whole town, and built 
the model village of Milton Abbas at

In order fully to realize the oppor- 
tunity which is his in marketing ba- 
con hogs the farmer of the prairie 
provinces, in particular, must realize 
as a fundamental fact that grains 
alone are not enough to make good 
hogs. Where milk in some form ts 
available it supplies the ideal pro- 
tein supplement, or balance, to the ra- 
tion, but in many parts of Western 
Canada, in particular, milk in any 
form is scarce, In such cases tank- 
age should be included in the meal 
mixture. It is an ideal supplement 
and ‘adds zest to the feed even when 
milk is available in abundance. To 
make your home-grown feeds count 
you must feed a balanced ration, and 
tankage is a good means to this end.

Yield Over Whole Dominion Lighter 
This Year 

Reports made by C. B, Gooderham, 
Dominion apiarist, state there is 
about a 65 per cent, crop in Ontario, 
a little over 50 per cent. in Saskatch- 
ewan and 60 per cent. in Alberta. 

While the honey crop in the Red 
River -Valley is somewhat lighter on 
account of dry weather injuring the 
clover crop reports from central and 
northern Manitoba indicate a better 
crop than last year. 

The favorable weather in the spring 
and early summer developed the clov- 
er crop about 10 days earlier than 
usual in Manitoba, with beneficial re- 
sults to the honey harvest. According 
to Mr. L. T. Floyd, provincial apiarist 
for Manitoba, producers may expect 
good prices in view of the fact that 
the yield over the Dominion is only 
about 80 per cent. normal.

Cunard Cruiser “Carinthia” To Make 
Cruise Of Southern Hemisphere 

The Southern Hemisphere will be 
encircled for the first time by a cruise 
liner when the Cunard cruiser “Car- 
inthia” makes her world cruise next 
January, leaving New York on Jan- 
uary 7th. The entire cruise will be 
made under the Southern Cross. The 
duration of the cruise will be 139 days 
with a distance of approximately 36,- 
801 miles, calling at 35 ports. 

After leaving New York the “Car- 

inthia” will call at Kingston, Jamaica, 
then through the Panama Canal. to 
California, Hawaii, down to the South 
Sea Islands, visiting in rapid succes- 
sion those atolls of fabulous beauty 
and fascination, Tahiti, Rarotonga, 
Samoa and the Fijis, continuing to 
New Zealand and Australia, New 
Guinea, the Dutch East Indies, in- 
cluding Bali and Java, the Strait Set- 
tlements, Ceylon, makes a stop for 
the first time in the history of any 
cruise at the famous Seychelles Is- 
lands, (Port Victoria), down the coast 
of sunny East Africa from Mombasa 
to Cape Town, across the South At- 
lantic to Montevideo (for Buenos 
Aires), Santos, Rio de Janeiro, and 
back to New York. Practically all 
ports of the itinerary have seldom 
been visited by Canadians or Ameri- 
cans, ; 
The cruise will be particularly in- 
teresting to Canadians in that a large 
number of British possessions will be 
visited, including amaica, New Zea- 
land, Australia, the Strait Settle- 
ments, Ceylon, Seychelles, Kenya, 
Zanzibar, Union of South Africa and 
Barbadoes. 

The ship is due back in New York 
on the afternoon of Thursday, May 
25th. The “Carinthia” is the. newest 
steamer in the Cunard fleet, was es- 
pecially constructed for cruising and 
is of 20,000 tons gross.

Revision of ancient British laws | 
which imprison debtors is envisaged, 
because jails throughout the country 
are crowded with men and women 
who have failed to meet their obliga- 


tions, 


On any day of the year there are 


859 debtors th British prisons. Ap- 
proximately 15,000 were sent to pris- 


on last year for “wilfully refusing to 
pay” their debts. ‘This year there is 


4 slight increase so far. 

Brixton prison, London's jail for 
debtors, is full. Its daily population 
of debtors is 161. This class of pris- 
oner accounts for about 20 per cent. 
of the prison population of the whole 
country. , 

An analysis of the debtors in Bri- 
tish prisons shows that 418 were sent 
there under the Married Women’s 
Act—failure to maintain their wives: 


242 under affiliation orders, and 102 |' 


for non-payment of rates and taxes. 
None of them can be imprisoned twice 
for the same offence, but a percent- 
age of those eommitted for ‘wife 
maintenance, or affiliation orders, may 
serve several terms in jail during the 
year because they have not continued 
payment as soon as they were dis- 
charged from a previous term.

Important Information Is Obtained 
By California Scientist In Northern 
Manitoba Flight 
’ Scraping the skies of northern 
Manitoba with his super-powered 
aeroplane, Flying Officer R. C. Gor- 
don, completed the second of two 
flights in the interests of science. He 
soared to a height of 22,000 feet while 
the sensitive electroscopes brought 
north by Dr. Robert A. Millikan, 
world-famed physicist, recorded im- 
portant information in connection 

with the nature of the cosmic ray. 
Three camera reels made by a 
automatic camera during the flight 
contain what Dr. Millikan hopes is 
the answer to one of the greatest 
riddles of modern science, the effect, 
if any, of the earth’s magnetic forces 
on the cosmic ray. While the ‘plane 
hummed about at high levels the nee- 
dies of the  supersensitive electro- 
scopes invented by Dr. Millikan for 
the purpose, were indicating the play 


of the electrical forces which, al-| 


though unseen, are believed to play a 
great part in the life of the universe. 
At the same time the camera record- 
ed the movements of the needles. 

Dr. Millikan will take his valuable 
films back to his laboratory at the 
California Institute of Technology and 
develop them. The record will be 
checked with other records made at 
other points and the scientist will then 
draw his conclusions and begin pre- 
wards the end of the year.

Number Of Transient Unemployed 
Refuse Work When Offered 


A local farmer interviewed seven 
transients on the streets of Hanna on 
@ recent Saturday, offering harvest 
work at the going wage of $1.50 and 
board. Not one of them would accept 
& job at this wage. But, in company 
with others of their ilk, these men 
have been soliciting food and clothing 
from Hanna homes. 

The whole problem of handling 
transient unemployed is approaching 
a critical state, No doubt there are 
thousands of these unfortunates who 
are willing to work, but who cannot 
secure employment. But, in the light 
of recent experience, it is increasingly 
evident that there are other thou- 
sands roaming the country who are 
not anxious to work, even when rea- 
sonable wages, with board and lodg- 
ing, are offered. 

It cannot be long before house- 
holders will be compelled to cease 
feeding the armies of transient un- 
employed. The burden, in this re- 
spect, is becoming heavier from day 
to day. One regrets turning away any 
human being who asks for food. But 
the responsibility must be shouldered 
by the country as a whole, not by the 
generosity of individuals, 

And with a noticeable increase in 
the number who will not work it is 
apparent that crisis in the unemploy- 
ment problem is fast approaching. — 
Hanna, Alberta, Herald. 


Mystery Of Mars. 


Possibility That Sister Planet May Be 
Inhabited 

If the planet of Mars is inhabited, 
the natives must be something like 
the North American Eskimos, the 
Rey. T. E. R. Phillips, noted British 
astronomer, believes. 

Dr. Phillips, who agrees with Pro- 
fessor William H. Pickering, that 
there can be intelligent inhabitants on 
Mars, said in an interview between 
meetings of the International Astron- 
omical Congress, that if such inhabit- 
ants exist, they must be able to en- 
dure tremendous changes in tempera- 
ture within a single day. 

During the day, he said, the tem- 
perature on Mars is well above the 
freezing mark, but when night comes 
it drops far below zero, Only persons 
of amazing physical stamina could 
stand such a change he said. 

“Information now: available sug- 
gests that life of some kind exists on 
Mars, but it would necessarily be dif- 
ferently constituted from life on the 
earth,” Dr, Phillips said. “The air-is 
much thinner, and because of the 

temperature the native would 
have to be a hardy race.”

Great Bear Lake Prospectors Ask 
For Change In Game Act 
“Claiming that the Federal Govern- 
ment through the present North West 
Territories Game Act seems to ex- 
clude whites from the territories, 
prospectors from Great Bear Lake 
now ot Fort Rae are signing a peti- 

tion asking for a change, : 

The petition requests that indepen- 
dent prospectors holding hunting li- 
censes be permitted to trap fur-bear- 
ing animals in the winter, the catch 
to be limited to a specified number 
of pelts and the concession given only 
to bona-fide prospectors, 

The present law forbids white per- 
sons to trap and hunt unless they 
have been a resident in the territories 
for four years. The petition charges 
that this is unfair discrimination and 
entails great hardships on prospec- 
tors, if unable to make a living in the 
territories during the winter months, 
they are forced south in the early 
fall.

“Westfalen” as a floating air station 
in mid-Atlantic to facilitate the es- 
tablishment of regular air mail be- 
tween South America and Europe. 

The liner will be equipped as a 
mother ship for trans-Atlantic mail 
‘planes. This will include a landing 
platform, store of tools and spare 
parts, radio equipment and weather 
forecasting paraphernalia. 

The liner will be permanently sta- 
tioned midway between Bathurst, Bri- 
tish Gambia, or a nearby point on the 
African Coast, and Fernando Noron- 
ha.

New Westminster Forging To The 
Front In Shipping Trade 

New Westminster, B.C., is the Do- 
minion’s third largest seaport in the 
quantity of freight handled, it was 
announced recently by the New 
Westminster Harbor Board. The re- 
cent report issued by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, Ottawa, djd not 
mention the Fraser River port. 

With 450,000 tons of cargo handled 
for the fiscal year ended March 31, 
1932, the port is only exceeded by 
Vancouver and Montreal. 

The bureau has announced that 
Saint John, N.B., was the third largest 
port with 415,167 tons. 

Present prospects indicate the port 
business for 1932 will exceed 480,000 
tons,
